Although the snow was not deep, it was 
deep enough to make it difficult for the 
care to negotiate the grades until after the 
snow plows had been over the lines.

They went to 
their homes and into cafes and re sturants, 
and reappeared with steaming pots of cof- 
fee, which they passed among the firemen. 

Soon after davlight the fire was under 
control. The walls of the Josephine build- 
ing were ‘totally wrecked: the four walls 
of the De Wolf building stood, broken, 
cracked and Ulackened. 

The Wa).h building was represented by 
a huge tower formed of the northeast 
corner of its wall, and a section of the 
west and south walls also stood sentinel] 
vver the ruins. 
Collinsville and St. Louis avenues were 
covered with icebound wreckage—piles of 
brick, twisted iron and _ steel, charred 
beams—all bound together by a coating 
of ice. 

Forces of men were put to work imme- 
diately and before-noon Collinsvil'e avenue 
was cleared. 8t. louis avenue remained ae¢ 
the fire and the firemen had left it when.

It is stated that Castro now is willing 
to arbitrate all the American claims except 
that of the asphalt trust, which he insists 
is a matter for the Venezuelan courts to 
decide. That question, he declares, in- 
volves Venezuela’s national honor and 
therefore, is not a subject for arbitration.

In January, 1888, the name of the insti- 
tution was changed to that of the Amer- 
ican Exchange Bank, and in 1894 Mr. Hil 
was elected to the presidency.

FROZEN RIVER CUTS SUPPLY 


Bridges Forced to Limit Carloads, 
but Plenty of Coal Reaches 
St. Louis.

The freezing of the river 
from St. Louis the coal supply usually 
transported from Bast St. Louis by the 
ferry companies. It has also cut off the 
supply carried into Missouri from Illinots 
at other points, notably Cairo. Al 
has resulted in an increased demand on the 
two St. Louis bridges. 

It is admitted that the bridges can, 
carry all the coal that is offered them: in 
East St. Louis. Th bridge companies have 
been forced to limit the number of cars 
they will take from each rail®bad daily 
until the ferry companies can resume serv- 
ice. 

Edward Devoy, president 
& Feuerborn Coal Co., says there is two 
or three days supply of coal in East Bt. 
Louis and that unless additional obstacles 
shall develop to interfere with its trans- 


portation there is no danger for St. Louis 
consumers. 

Frank Ellis, secretary of the Maguire 

Coal Co., says: ‘There has been a_de- 
crease in the receipts of coal from Eas! 
St. Louis since the river was frozen over, 
and there have been some complaints from 
steam plants in St. Louis about delay in 
the delivery of coal, but the complaints 
have arisen more from fear of possible 
danger than from any that ac tually ex- 
ists.’ 
“tn Gay opinion nobody will suffer in St 
Loujs this year from lack of coal,” said 
J. Barth, president of the Barith-Rose 
coal Co. “I think 75 per cent of the 
amount needed for the rest of the winte 
is now in storage here and in East 8! 
Louls. While the transfer companies are 
somewhat crippled at present, they hav 
given better service this year than in 
other years. 

‘‘Moreover, there will be no 
prices.

The room is literally filled with old vol- 
umes. The floor is piled three feet high 
with them there no space for a 
bed. 

Williams slept on the hoard of books he 
had gathered. Aside from them a little 
stove is the only article of furniture in the 
place. 

He was found dead lying on the books he

Apparently he coliected aimlessly: Among 
the volumes, which the estimate 
number 2000, there are medical works, nov- 
els, valumes of verse, a host of trade cir- 
culars and books treating on every subject 
of literature. 

All the books ure old, and most 
are without covers. There are hundreds of 
magazines and a number of cheap novels. 

Williams lived a hermit's life. He cared 
only for the books, which, seemingly worth- 
less to others, were treasures to him. 

Hie never ‘talked his books when he 
visited his neighbor, John Howard, who 
lives in the same yard. He simply hoarded

To remain at home means perpetual pov- 
erty; to emigrate means a chanace to woo 
the fickle goddess Fortune under favor- 
able conditions. It may not be a patriotic 
thing to leave one’s country when the pros- 
pects are dark, still patriotism never pro- 
vides one with the necessary bread and 
butter.

“Fifty Cents More a Day or Hot 
. Weather,” Says Seventy, 
Who Quit Work. 


ALTON MEN DETERMINED. 


Declare They Will Remain Firm 
as Long as the River 
eo Stays Frozen. 


This weather is too much for the Alton 
ice-cutters. . 

They demand either advance ‘of 50 
cents a day pay, or a cessation of work 
until the weather gets wirn.. 

Seventy of them engaged in cutt ng biocks 
of solidified aqua from the Mississippi 
river at Alton struck Thursday. Their war 
cry is: “More pay or hot weather—we don't 
care which.”’ 

They say if they don’t set more money, 
they will not work wntll seummer time. 
Then they are -villing to return to sawing 
ice out of the river. provided the company 
will furnish the ice. 

The ice-cutters have been getting $1.50 
a day since the first of the ice crop 
“ripened.” Some of them were surprised 
to find that cutting ice in winter time 
was cold work. They stuck to it, how- 
ever, until the 10-below-zero weather 
of Thursday morning. 

Then they balked. 

“This is too much.” they said. “An ice 
company that can’t harvest ice except, in 
cold weather ought to pay more for it.” 
‘So they demanded more money. It was 
refused.
